jury of farmers and tradesmen 
found 36 men guilty of using a 
combing conspiracy as a weapon 
in a struggle between rival unions 
of coal miners. 


The verdict, ending five weeks' 


trial in U. S. district court, was 
'guilty" on three counts of inter- 
fering with foreign and interstate 
commerce, bombing of mines and 
trains cariying coal and obstruct- 
ing the U. S. mails by bombing. 


Most of the 
defendants were 


members of the Progressive Min- 
ers of America, rebel offshoot of 
John L. Lewis' United Mine Work- 
ers of America. 
The 
government alleged they 


bombed mines holding contracts 
with the U. M. W. and blew up 
trn ins carrying U. M. W.-mlned 
coal. 
Maximum penalty is four years 


n prison and fines totaling $20,- 
000. 
The verdict climaxed a five 


year "reign of terror" in the Il- 
linois coal fields, marked by kill- 
ing of more than 60 persons in 
riots, street fighting and the bomb- 
ing of homes and other property. 
The national guard waa called out 
on several occasions. 
The jury 


deliberated three hours.

Earnings from the reclama- 
tion bureau's sales of power now 
go toward retiring irrigation dis- 
trict construction debts, and west- 
ern 
Nebraska 
interests^ have 


sought to retain this source of 
revenue for the irrigators.

ville, Gordon and Sidney, and the 
president of the Pathfinder irriga- 
tion district said each will name a 
committee member to work with 
the hydroelectric district.

SHUMATE WILL STUDY 


EXEMPTION OF HOMES 


But All Publicity of Findings 


Will Be Up to Legis- 


lative Council. 


Dr. R. V. Shumate, 37, associate 


professor 
of political 
economy, 


University of Nebraska, elected 
director of research by the legis- 
lative council of 15 members, was 
at the capitol Saturday to confer 
with Clerk Srb of the legislature, 
who had been temporary director 
of research. Shumate has been as- 
signed quarters in the rooms of 
the 
legislative reference bureau 


where the council has rooms, and 
will begin'the work of gathering 
information which the council has 
asked for on six subjects. 


Clerk Srb said the minutes of 


the last council meeting will show 
that after adopting a motion to 
make investigation of the home- 
stead tax exemption problem and 
later rescinding that motion, the 
council made a change in priority 
of consideration or investigation 
by placing a study of state ex- 
pending agencies first, leaving old 
age and social security in second 
place or priority, and remaining 
silent on priority of homestead 
tax exemption. 


With the understanding that the 


council had made the homestead 
tax exemption study "secondary" 
Governor Cochran had expressed 
adherence to his former recom- 
mendation to the council that it 
Is the logical body to inquire into 
the effect of homestead tax ex- 
emption and that "silence on the 
part of the council would result in 
promoting a constitutional amend- 
ment on, that subject." 


Under the record as interpreted 


by some the council is at liberty 
to take up the homestead study 
any time it pleases, but some ex- 
pressed a feeling that the pro- 
posed initiative amendment might 
bo voted upon next fall without 
any information for the public 
from the council on that topic. If 
the council does not furnish facts 
for the council it is reported that 
other organizations will do so. 


"I will keep. a file to make a 


study of the homestead tax ex- 
emption and all the other six or 
seven topics on which the council 
has asked Information," said Dr. 
Shumate. "I am not permitted to 
divulge any Information to anyone 
except the council. My report will

No comment was forthcoming 


from the white house on the de- 
feat of the wage-hour bill. 


This may be one phase of the 
;eneral legislative program which 
ie will take up at a Monday con- 
ference -with congressional leaders. 


Speaker Bankhead said the spe- 
cial session had accomplished ef- 
fective "spadework" which would 
mean congress could adjourn next 
year's regular session by April 15. 


The speaker said he believed 


the house would pass the adminis- 
tration's housing bill by night and 
congress would adjourn by Wed- 
nesday. He said he thought many 
members would Btart home for th« 
holidays "by Monday night." 


Administration chieftains called 


the House into session Saturday to 
debate 
legislation 
designed to 


stimulate home construction. The 
senate recessed for the week end.

RECENTLY THERE was held 


In Chicago the Fifth International 
Congress of Radiology 
More than 


2 500 physicians from all parts of 
the United States attended this 
convention 
Many delegates from 


foreign countries were present 


The latest developments in X ray 


and radiology were presented 
In 


tus opening address, Dr William 
J Mayo, the well-known and much 
beloved surgeon, remarked that the 
first value of X ray was its aid as 
a diagnostic tool By this he meant 
the X ray helps the doctor to rec- 
ognize certain disorders 
In addi- 


tion to its value in detecting the 
presence of disease, it is of great 
value in treating certain ailments 
The eminent surgeon pointed out 
that many cases of cancer, ad- 
vanced beyond the point where the 
surgeon's knife can safely cut out 
the diseased tissues, are often con- 
trolled by the use of X rays and 
radium 


Cures Many His 


Within recent years many start- 


ling cures have been credited to 
this form of treatment 
It 13 prob- 


able that as our knowledge in- 
creases more cures will be made 
possible Let me make clear to you 
that many diseases heretofore un- 
satisfactorily 
treated 
by other 


methods, are now responding to 
treatment by the X ray 


It is natural to fear what Is not 


understood Many dread the X ray 
This is the reason why some per- 
sons actually avoid the X-ray ex- 
amination in spite of the recom- 
mendation by the doctor 
This 


foolish delay may result in dreaded 
complications which will serve 
an obstacle to ultimate cure 


It is true that the early pioneers 


in X-ray experimentation sacrificed 
their lives before the dangers of 
the powerful rays became known 
But today it is so controlled that 
it is practically without danger

to perfect. The zone calls for less 
skill than the- man to man but 
necessitates more aggressiveness. 


The individual zone player must 


enow the movements of his own 
team and where to move when the 
ball is in different positions on the 
:ioor. He must be willing to leave 
tis own defensive zone to go into 
another defensive area if an un- 
usual situation arises.
